Behind  him  is  the 
Bradbury  Building,  an  architectural  landmark  that  is  directly 
across  the  street.  A view  of  this  mural  from  the  lobby  of  the 
Bradbury  Building,  will  reveal  itself  as  a continuation  of  the 
floor  patter  of  the  historic  building. 

In  advance  of  the  Night  on  Broadway  celebrations,  the  mural 
was  restored.  Los  Angeles  City  Councilmember  Jose  Huizar 
joined  Torrez,  actor  Edward  James  Olmos  and  community 
members  to  celebrate  a $1  50,000  overhaul  of  the  work  in  the 
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parking  lot  behind  the  Victor  Clothing  Company  building  at 
242  S.  Broadway.  The  restoration  brought  back  to  life  the 
vibrant  colors  and  intricate  details  of  the  acclaimed  mural 
and  was  vital  for  the  legacy  of  the  Bringing  Back  Broadway 
initiative.
